4  13  January.  B  Oompany,  1?3d  Avn  Pn  (Cbt),  performed  a  Mocking 
and  visual  reconnaissance  mission  for  a  l/20  Tnf  element  that  had  been  air¬ 
lifted  into  the  area  and  were  sweeping  toward  the  P  Company  team.  The  Infantry 
was  Inserted  to  detain  euspects  leaving  the  area  ahead  of  tvie  l/pO^Tnf  sweep, 

A  total  of  ten  NVA  were  detainedj  one  CPT,  two  ITs,  and  sever  h^COs.  Intelli¬ 
gence  data  from  these  prisoners  was  among  the  most  valuable  received  by  the 
11th  Inf  Bde  during  the  reporting  Quarter. 

5  17  January-,  The  B  Corapai^  Infantrymen  were  inserted  into  an 
area  ,1ust  west  of  Hill  411  after  the  gunehlp  team  had  engaged  three  KVA  re¬ 
sulting  in  three  NVA  KIA.  The  Infantrymen  Imrediately  engaged  two  more  KVA,  re¬ 
sulting  in  an  additional  two  NVA  KIA,  The  Infantry  then  pursued  an  element  of 
KVA,  covered  by  the  team  LOH,  The  lOH  observed  and  engaged  another  NVA,  re¬ 
sulting  in  one  NVA  V/IA  that  evaded  capture.  The  Infantry  captured  packs  and 
papers,  and  swept  through  an  area  that  contained  an  old  ,51  caliber  position, 

a  small  workshop,  and  several  booby  traps.  The  same  day,  after  the  Infantrymen 
had  bean  extracted,  the  gunship  team  answered  a  call  from  the  Special  Forces 
for  gunship  support  on  a  contact  mission  in  an  area  Just  southwest  of  Quang 
Kgai,  The  gunships  engaged  an  unknown  size  cneny  force,  resulting  in  10  NVA 
KIA,  and  one  extremely  large  secondary  explosion  that  sent  debris  500  feet  into 
the  air  and  resulted  in  an  additional  18  VC  KIA, 

(f)  Support  for  emergency  rtedevac  and  contact  missions  is  provided 
by  both  battalions  on  a  continuing  basis  during  the  hours  of  darkness.  In 
addition,  flares  are  utilized  to  augment  the  perimeter  lights  for  Cbu  lai  De¬ 
fense  Comrand  and  as  a  deterrent  to  the  launching  of  enemy  rockets  into  Chu 
lai  from  the  northern  and  southern  rocket  pockets. 

(g)  The  16th  Avn  Gp  (Cbt)  has  continued  to  supply  an  lOH  rilrcraft  for 
tactical  reconnaissance  and  two  UH-1H  aircraft  to  support  the  III  MAP,  Avi'tlon 
support  is  also  provided  to  the  senior  province  advisors  of  ^uang  Kgai  and  Cuani' 
Tin. 

(3)  Training 

(a)  Rigid  training  schedules  continue  to  be  a  problem  for  units  in  a 
combat  environment;  the  majority  of  the  classroom  training  consists  of  mandatora 
subject  matter  and  sped”.!  classes  determined  necessary  for  accrwpl  ishwsnt  of 
the  unit's  mission.  Initial  flight  orientation  and  training  is  conducted  hv 
the  units.  Aircraft  are  made  avallible  as  iieeded  for  flight  t.nlning,  I'nita 
continue  the  practice  of  assigning  of  instructor  pilots  or  s* nlor  aircraft 
commanders  with  newly  assigned  aviators  in  order  to  laalntain  criv.  proficiency 
at  the  desired  level. 
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(b)  Infantry  pcraonne]  continue  to  receive  refresher  training  in 
demolitlonsi  rappelling  and  eouad  and  rlatoon  tactics.  They  also  participate 
in  a  regular  program  of  marksmanship  development.

^  A  large  number  of  Incidents  and  accidents  involvlnp  the 
0H-6A  occurred  during  this  reporting  period  due  to  the  rigging  of  throttle  link¬ 
age.  In  an  attempt  to  deterndne  the  cause  for  the  increased  accident  rate, 
assistance  was  requested  from  the  34th  General  Support  Groi:ip.  A  one  tine  de¬ 
tailed  inspection  of  all  0H-6a  aircraft  was  conducted  by  Hughes  and  Allison 
technical  representatives  with  the  .assigned  crew  chief,  maintenance  personnel, 
and  aviators  being  present.  At  the  ccmpilotlon  of  the  inspection,  a  two  hour 
seminar  was  conducted.
